NOTES OF A FLYING VISIT TO TOWNS 
ON LAKE OKEECHOBEE'S SOUTH SHO 


Howard Sharp 
Among the passengers on the McCoy 
Everglades Line boat 8 Bells Saturday 
when I started on a trip around the 
lake were Harry J. Wood, president of 
the Fort Myers Real Estate Board, and 


Earl A. Bobbett, the secretary of the 
organization. They "were returning 
home after a visit to Hollywood, made 


at the invitation of the HollyWood sales 
organization. Mr, Wood and 
bett showed interest in the Lake Okee- 
chobee region and they are hopeful that 
the road borid election on May 12 will 
be favorable. 

The 8 Bells got to Clewiston a little 
after 12 o'clock and after lunch at the 
Clewiston Hotel most of the passengers 
boarded a bus at 1:30 and went on 
through to Fort Myers. I took tb 
Moore Haven & Clewiston train am 
went to Moore Haven ‚making the trip 


for no other: purpose than to see the 
country between those towns.

That 
helps save West Palm Beach from a 
reputation, of beg the highestspriced 
place on earth,

Young Mr. Van Horn, pilot on the 
boaf Maye E. on ‘ich wet road from 
Clewiston to South Bay, told me his 
folks had ordered 100 pounds of sodium 
arseyate and would spray it on the 
waters hyacinths in*an effort to get rid 
of the-pests.

financial. Full reports of the trustees 
of the Internal Improvement Fund— 
expenditures, receipts of taxes, pro» 
ceeds of land salés—are made. I, find 
to reference to the expenditures of the 
board of commissioners of Everglades 
Drainage District in the performance 
of ‘their duty of draining the Ever- 
glades.. They are'not given in the 
minutes of the trustees of the I, I. -Fund 
gnice December 31, 1916. 

While.I have no reason to doubt the 
correctness of the articles from Talla- 
hassee as to the miles of canals, the 
number of locks and yardage, as re- 
ported as given by Mr. Eliot, I am 
impressed that,a detailed report of the 
expenditures of the board of commis- 
sioners of Everglades Drainage - Dis- 
trict should be published for the in- 
formation of the public, the tax payers.

TOBACCO IN MUCK SOIL 


W. H. Swando, who comes from a 
tobacco growing section of Kentucky, 
has grown some tobacco plants at 
Belle Glade. The plants grew so rank 
that he was not sure it was tobacco 
until they were well advanced. Tobac- 
co has been planted at many points in 
the Glades over a long term of years. 
Kitchin & Hale grew some at Belle 
Glade about four years ago and Walter 
Rosenburg had some grown on Conners 
Farm when Felix Whidden. was the 
manager. Pioneers at Davie, Glade- 
crest and Okcelanta grew tobacco as 
decorative plants, but. nowhere have 
the experiments been carried over long 
enough period and with sufficient va- 
rieti¢s to give a-line on the "practica- 
bility of tobacco culture as a commer- 
cial enterprise,

All fhe material 
from tbe house should be hauled a good" 
distance from buildings. The places 
where the fleas are, thought to bc 
breeding should be sprinkled with 
crude oil. Thëse species cannot thrive 
in damp places, and if sprinkling is 
done two or times a week no fur- 
ther breedip£ is Ikely to occur. 
Another methi is to scatter salt 
freely about the fhicken house and then 
wet the soil deen thoroughly. Fowls 


as it is poisonous to them, 
It is rather difficult to destroy the 
fowls.

"drainage," is what the swamp land act 
of 1850 calls for. 

Then let us aceepf e Century dic- 
tionary definition reclamation, "To 
bring to a subdued or ameliorated 
state; make amenable to control on use, 
also to fit for cultiyation, as wild or, 
marshy land." This will protect us 
against floods, droughts, frosts and 
fires, and insure navigation and culti- 
vation—each and all essential. 

Drainage only, unbalanced by water 
control, will rapidy transform the re- 
gion into a desert of dust and ashes; an 
abomination of desolation. 

"When, after spending 20 years and 
$11,000,000 in "drainage," we can burn 
up $12,000,000 worth of Glades land in 
a few weeks in’ one limited area (state 
fire M before Miami Everglades 
Association) it would seem to be. time 
we got upon the act of 1850 as our plat- 
form.
